This globe is on the order of the school globe series, Nos. 210 to 245, without the base and 
with a pulley suspension. This form of mounting has been demonstrated to be the best method 
ever devised for school use. The globe can be seen by the pupils all over the room and conveys 
to their minds the correct position of the earth, floating in space. It also conveys to the pupils’ 
minds an accurate conception of the earth as a whole, its shape, rotation, revolution, inclination, 
distribution of land and water, comparative sizes of continents and oceans, etc., and illustrates 
perfectly the following phenomena: Day and Night, Change of Seasons, Twilight, Sun’s De- 
clination. 

The globe is suspended by means of a strong cord, operating over pulleys, with a counter- 
balance weight at the other end and can be raised or lowered at will. When not in use it is up 
out of the way and there is no danger of its being knocked over and broken. 

The meridian is graduated on both sides and has a beautiful oxidized copper finish. The 
clutch holding the globe is so arranged that the meridian ring can be easily rotated. Each globe 
is fitted with an hour circle and a teacher’s manual is furnished free. The counterbalance 
weight can be either a metal ball, as illustrated, which can be used to show the moon’s phases, 
or an ordinary sash weight. 

There are two sizes, 12-inch and 18-inch, but we recommend the larger size, as it is over 
three times the size of the other, making it clearer and more distinct, yet just as easily handled 
in this form. 

Where geography is taught in more than one room and it is not convenient to have a globe 
in each one, extra sets of hangers can be purchased so that one globe will suffice.

Directions for Taking Measurements 

For “Outside” Shades. — When Shades are to be placed on the 
outside or surface of the casing (which is the best place for hanging 
all shades, and should be adopted when practicable, as less nicety 
is required in measuring), give measurements from A to B for width 
at points where brackets are to be fastened and from U to U for 
length of Shade, saying "measurements for ‘Outside Shades.’ ” The 
shades when sent you will be from 1 to 1^ inches narrower than 
your figures, to allow necessary margin on each end of roller. 

For “Inside” Shades. — W hen Shades are to be placed on the 
inside of the casings, give measurements from C to D for width 
(the exact distance from casing to casing, at points where brackets 
are to be fastened), and from V to V for length, and say “measure- 
ments for ‘Inside Shades.’ ” Great care must be taken ; there should 
not be a discrepancy of 1-32 of an inch. Each window should be 
measured separately.
